It  is  a very  great  privilege  to  announce  that  the  college  has  received  a gift  of 
$750,000,  to  be  used  in  constructing  an  auditorium  and  music  building. 

The  donor  is  Warren  A.  Ellsworth  of  Worcester.  The  new  structure  will  be  named 
the  Ellsworth  Auditorium  in  memory  of  his  wife,  Ruth  HARRINGTON  Ellsworth  of 
the  class  of  1922.  Mrs.  Ellsworth  was  a gifted  pianist  in  her  own  right,  and  her  deep 
love  of  music  makes  this  memorial  particularly  appropriate. 

Members  of  the  class  of  1956  will  recall  their  daughter,  Nancy  ELLSWORTH  Peter- 
sen, who  graduated  with  honors  that  year.  Also,  members  of  the  class  of  1924  will 
remember  Mrs.  Ellsworth's  sister,  Mildred  HARRINGTON  McEvoy. 

Our  great  architect,  Ernest  ).  Kump,  is  already  at  work  on  the  plans,  after  long 
discussions  with  David  D.  Hicks,  Chairman  of  the  Music  Department,  and  others. 
The  site  has  been  tentatively  chosen.  We  hope  to  use  the  Ellsworth  Auditorium  in 
m id-1 967. 

This  will  be  one  of  the  finest  buildings  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  we  are  deeply 
grateful  to  Mr.  Ellsworth  for  his  generosity  and  for  his  belief  in  the  college. 
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An  address  by  Virginia  Loft  us  Senders, 
Ph.D.,  Associate  Director  of  the  New 
England  Board  of  Higher  Education,  at 
the  Commencement  Exercises  of  the 
Class  of  1965  at  Pine  Manor  Junior  Col- 
lege, Wellesley,  Massachusetts,  on  Tues- 
day, June  8th. 

Mr.  Blakeley,  President  Ferry,  fellow 
educators,  seniors,  parents,  and  guests: 

It  is  a pleasure  to  be  with  you  on  this 
occasion.  This  last  ceremony  on  Pine 
Manor’s  old  campus  is  for  Pine  Manor, 
as  for  you,  the  graduates,  significant  be- 
cause it  marks  the  end  of  one  phase  of 
growth  and  the  beginning  of  a new  phase. 
Due  solemnity  and  momentous  pro- 
nouncements are  appropriate  to  such  an 
occasion.  However,  I have  decided  not 
to  be  momentous.  . . . 

Nevertheless,  I do  have  some  ideas 
that  I would  like  to  share  with  you.  Two 
weeks  ago  I went  to  a conference  which 
was  one  of  the  most  exciting  educational 
experiences  of  my  life.  I’d  like,  if  you 
are  willing,  to  share  and  test  some  ideas 
from  it  that  are  in  part  new  to  me.  Let 
me  tell  you  a little  bit  about  this  con- 
ference — how  it  came  to  be  held  and 
what  was  concluded  there.  I think  both 
the  reasons  for  the  conference  and  the 
conclusions  from  it  have  real  relevance 
to  your  lives,  and  because  they  are  new 
to  me,  it  is  fun  for  me  to  talk  about  them 
with  you  even  though  I may  not  be  com- 
pletely certain  of  what  I have  to  say. 

About  a year  ago  the  New  England 
Board  of  Higher  Education  became  in- 
volved in  providing  better  opportunities 
for  the  adults  of  New  England  to  go  back 
to  college,  or  in  some  cases,  to  go  to 
college  for  the  first  time.  Our  involve- 
ment grew  out  of  a growing  realization 
that  in  today’s  world,  more  than  ever  be- 
fore, no  one's  education  is  ever  com- 
pleted. This  is  true  whether  the  educa- 
tion that  he  needs  is  what  we  would  call 
technical  or  professional  on  the  one 
hand,  or  liberal  on  the  other.  Personally 
I became  acutely  aware  of  this  when  I 
worked  with  mature  women  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota  as  they  came  back 
to  college  after  an  average  interval  of 
about  eighteen  years.  Today,  a young 
man  starting  out  in  the  working  world 
can  expect  to  change  the  nature  of  his 
work  at  least  two  or  three  times  during 
his  lifetime.  A young  woman  — you  — 
can,  at  the  very  least,  expect  to  have  two 
careers:  one  while  she  is  raising  a family, 
and  one  after  her  children  are  grown. 
The  Labor  Department  estimates  that 
you  will  spend  twenty-five  years  of  your 


adult  life  in  the  labor  force,  and  perhaps 
rather  surprisingly,  the  more  education 
you  have,  the  more  time  you  can  expect 
to  spend  at  a paid  job. 

As  we  at  the  New  England  Board  of 
Higher  Education  looked  at  the  men  and 
women  who  were  going  back  to  school, 
we  found  that  many  of  them  were  asking 
the  same  questions  that  have  always  been 
characteristic  of  young  people.  “Who  am 
I?”,  “Where  do  I fit  into  society  as  a 
whole?”,  “What  kind  of  work  should  I 
really  be  doing  and  how  should  I prepare 
for  it?”  When  you  ask  these  questions  of 
yourself,  you  know  that  there  are  people 
to  whom  you  can  turn  for  help.  Guid- 
ance counselors  in  high  school  and  col- 
lege have  been  trained  to  help  young 
people  make  these  decisions  wisely.  But 
to  whom  should  your  mother  or  father 
turn  for  advice?  There  are  no  people 
trained  to  do  the  job,  and  the  purpose  of 
this  conference  was  to  decide  how  coun- 
selors of  adults  should  be  trained. 

We  opened  the  conference  by  taking  a 
look  into  the  world  twenty  years  from 
now.  This  is  not  a distant  world  of  sci- 
ence fiction,  but  a world  peopled,  for  the 
most  part,  by  individuals  who  are  already 
on  earth  and  being  educated  and  holding 
jobs  today.  Your  parents  will  be  a part 
of  it,  and  so  will  you,  as  well  as  the  chil- 
dren that  you  will  have.  What  will  it  be 
like?  The  answer  to  that  question  could 
be  a commencement  address  in  itself,  but 
I don’t  propose  to  give  you  that  particular 
address.  I would  simply  like  to  point  out 
two  ways  in  which  the  difference  between 
tomorrow’s  world  and  today’s  world  will 
directly  affect  your  everyday  life. 

One  of  these  ways  is  what  Marston 
Bates  calls  “the  prevalence  of  people.” 
There  is  a population  explosion;  it  must 
be  curbed,  it  undoubtedly  will  be  curbed, 
but  it  is  too  late  to  undo  what  has  already 
been  done  or  to  prevent  the  number  of 
people  on  the  planet  from  increasing 
steadily.  Each  year  more  and  more  of 
those  people  will  be  the  very  young  and 
the  very  old;  they  will  be  the  care-receiv- 
ers rather  than  the  care-givers.  What  this 
means,  of  course,  is  that  relatively  fewer 
people  will  bear  the  responsibility  for  the 
support,  education,  and  the  nurturance,  of 
relatively  more  people.  That  means  that 
just  in  caring  for  people,  there  will  be 
more  work  to  be  done  than  there  has 
ever  been  in  the  past.  Realize,  too,  that 
it  isn’t  sheer  numbers  of  people  that  make 
problems,  it  is  the  rubbing  of  elbows  be- 
tween people.  More  people  means  more 
chances  for  people  to  get  together,  to 
interact.  More  urbanization  and  better 


communication  and  transportation  assure 
your  direct  or  indirect  contact  with  hun- 
dreds of  thousands,  if  not  millions,  of 
people  during  your  lifetime.  It  is  this  in- 
teracting among  people  that  makes  for 
the  biological,  epidemiological,  sociologi- 
cal, psychiatric,  and  economic  problems 
— among  others  — that  produce  the 
complexities  of  our  daily  existence. 
These  problems  will  require  solutions  and 
people  to  implement  the  solutions. 

In  summary,  then,  population  explo- 
sion means  more  dependent  people  re- 
quiring care,  more  interactions  among 
people,  generating  problems  that  will  re- 
quire solutions  and  people  to  implement 
the  solutions,  in  short,  more  work  to  be 
done  of  the  sort  that  involves  people  car- 
ing for  people. 

The  second  major  force  acting  to  make 
tomorrow’s  world  different  from  today’s 
is  the  growing  impact  of  computers.  A 
recent  Harris  poll  showed  that  90%  of 
the  population  in  the  United  States  felt 
that  automation  posed  no  direct  threat  to 
their  lives.  Nothing  could  be  more  naive 
nor  further  from  the  truth.  Automation 
and  cybernation  will  eventually  have 
more  effect  on  the  nature  of  civilization 
than  did  the  industrial  revolution.  If  you 
want  to  follow  this  speculation  further, 
take  a look  at  the  book,  The  Next  Gen- 
eration, by  Donald  Michael.  For  the 
moment,  I want  only  to  mention  the 
most  obvious  effect  of  the  computer  revo- 
lution: job  displacement.  There  are  very 
few  things  that  a sophisticated  computer 
can’t  do  at  least  as  well  as  men,  and  in 
many  cases  far,  far  better  than  men. 
Computers  are  now  in  their  infancy.  The 
first  electronic  computer  was  made  in 
1945.  Right  now,  in  many  instances,  it 
is  too  expensive  to  replace  men  by  com- 
puters, but  as  computers  become  cheaper, 
more  sophisticated,  more  widely  used  — 
more  and  more  jobs  now  done  by  men 
will  be  taken  over  by  the  machines.  Your 
first  thought  is  of  computers  doing  jobs 
you  never  would  have  been  interested  in 
doing  anyway.  But  I have  seen  a com- 
puter (an  experimental  one,  I have  to 
admit)  teaching  diagnosis  to  medical  stu- 
dents, chiding  them  when  they  were  care- 
less, acknowledging  the  intelligence  of 
guesses,  but  pointing  out  additional  data 
that  would  be  needed  to  support  those 
guesses.  Computers  are  going  to  be  re- 
placing not  only  bookkeepers  and  bank 
clerks,  but  middle-level  executives,  rou- 
tine teachers,  certainly  most  librarians, 
junior  hospital  administrators,  and  many 
other  people  at  all  but  the  highest  levels 
of  management  and  scholarship.  Most  of 
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this  is  technically  possible  now  even 
though  it  is  not  economically  feasible. 
The  economic  feasibility  will  come  in 
time.  There  is  no  question  that  this  will 
happen,  the  only  question  is  when  it  will 
happen. 

When  it  has  happened,  what  will  be 
left  for  men  to  do?  The  answer  is:  those 
jobs  that  can  be  done  cheaper  by  men  or 
better  by  men.  And  what  are  those  jobs? 
I submit  that  they  are  primarily  in  four 
areas : 

• First,  the  highest  level  thinking  in 
almost  any  field  — policy  making,  where 
the  computer  will  be  brought  in  to  act  as 
a partner.  A tiny  fraction  of  a per  cent 
of  the  population  will  be  absorbed  by 
these  jobs,  and  most  of  those  who  hold 
them  will  be  not  only  highly  educated  but 
will  have  lives  dedicated  to  their  work. 
You  may  be  one  of  those  people:  most 
of  you  will  not  be. 

• Politics  and  government  is  the  second 
category  of  employment  that  will  not  be 
taken  over  by  computers,  though  com- 
puters will  again  be  used  as  partners.  I 
hope  many  of  you  will  plan  second  ca- 
reers in  government.  Your  contribution 
is  needed  there. 

• The  third  category  is  the  arts.  How- 
ever, with  mechanical  mass-production 
techniques  we  will  make  the  products  of 
artists  available  so  universally  and  so 
cheaply  that  while  we  may  experience  a 
renascence  in  participation  in  the  arts  for 
individual  fulfillment,  I doubt  that  these 
fields  will  be  a source  of  livelihood  in  the 
future  for  many  more  people  than  they 
now  support. 

• Finally:  People  helping  people.  I be- 
lieve that  this  is  the  largest  category  of 
jobs  that  will  be  left  for  human  beings, 
partly  on  grounds  of  skill  and  ability,  and 
partly  on  grounds  of  economics.  In  this 
category  I would  include  some  teaching, 


but  only  creative  teaching  (the  routine 
work  can  be  handled  better  by  ma- 
chines), social  work,  medical  technology, 
occupational  therapy,  psychiatry,  and  all 
those  types  of  work,  both  professional 
and  sub-professional,  that  we  describe  by 
the  word  “helping.”  I believe  that  be- 
cause you  are  women,  because  of  the 
nature  of  the  lives  that  most  of  you  will 
lead,  because  of  interests  that  you  already 
have,  because  of  needs  of  the  world, 
these  will  be  the  jobs  that  will  absorb 
most  of  you  when  you  start  second 
careers.  Whether  or  not  we  will,  by  that 
time,  have  developed  a mechanism  to  pay 
people  for  doing  these  jobs,  I do  not 
know.  Quite  possibly,  for  many  years  to 
come,  we  will  be  depending  even  more 
heavily  than  we  do  now  on  dedicated 
and  committed  volunteers.  I think 
women  are  for  many  reasons  particularly 
good  at  these  helping  professions,  and  I 
think  in  the  years  to  come  we  may  face 
an  interesting  situation  where  men  will  be 
competing  for  women’s  jobs,  rather  than 
vice  versa. 

“Fifteen  years  from  now  you  are  go- 
ing to  start  a second  career.  The  chances 
are  very  good  that  that  career  will  be  in 
one  of  the  helping  professions.  (I  don’t 
think  that  it  really  matters  whether  it  is 
or  not.  Much  of  what  I have  said  would 
apply  to  most  other  professions  as  well.) 
If  you  are  to  be  prepared  for  this  career 
where  you  will  be  desperately  needed,  it 
is  important  that  when  you  leave  Pine 
Manor  you  continue  the  education  in 
which  you  have  made  such  a good  start. 
You  must  grow  in  three  dimensions:  lib- 
eral education,  which  means  acquiring 
experience  personally  or  vicariously,  the 
acquisition  and  maintenance  of  technical 
competence,  and  the  integration  of  all 
that  you  have  learned  into  a person  who 
is  always  new  and  always  growing.  That 


you  do  this  is  important  for  you,  for  your 
husband,  for  your  children,  and  for  the 
world  in  which  you  and  they  will  live 
in  the  years  to  come. 

“What  this  adds  up  to,  then,  is  that 
most  of  you,  in  a few  years  will  be  mar- 
ried, will  have  started  your  families,  and 
will  be  absorbed  in  raising  children,  sup- 
porting your  husbands’  careers,  and  be- 
ing, when  time  permits,  effective  and 
functioning  members  of  your  community. 
These  activities  will,  in  part,  absorb  you 
for  ten  to  fifteen  years.  At  the  end  of 
that  time,  your  children  will  be  of  school 
age  and  increasingly  independent  of  you. 
If  you  are  a good  mother,  you  will  ap- 
plaud this  condition  and  help  them  to 
grow  in  independence,  but  to  do  that  you 
are  going  to  have  to  find  a new  role  for 
yourself.  You  will  be  ready  to  start  your 
second  career,  and  the  chances  are  excel- 
lent that  it  will  be  a career  in  one  of  the 
helping  professions. 

“What  can  you  do  tomorrow,  June 
ninth,  1965,  to  be  ready  to  start  that  sec- 
ond career?  I know  that  most  of  you 
will  go  on  from  here  to  some  form  of 
continuing  formal  schooling,  but  it  is  not 
too  soon  to  begin  looking  at  this  school- 
ing as  a part  of  an  overall  long-run  pro- 
gram to  prepare  you  for  that  distant  day. 

“What  is  the  proper  preparation  for 
members  of  the  helping  profesions?  One 
of  the  answers  that  I found  was  that  such 
education  proceeds  in  a path  of  spiral 
growth  around  three  poles  or  dimensions. 
You  can  think  of  this  growth,  if  you  will, 
as  a spiral  around  a tripod. 

“The  first  dimension  of  a counselor's 
— and  of  your  — continuing  education  is 
the  acquisition  of  a rich  background  of 
general  experience,  either  personal  or  vi- 
carious. This  is  what  liberal  education  is 
really  all  about.  It  is  a way  to  permit  you 
to  live  many  lifetimes  in  the  space  of  a 


If  you  educate  a woman , 

you  educate  a family. . .

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few  years.  You  can’t  do  it  all  yourself, 
but  you  can  do  it  vicariously,  by  reading 
and  by  participating  in  the  experience  of 
others.  You  already  have  a good  start  on 
this  now  as  you  leave  Pine  Manor.  If 
you  go  on  to  school  elsewhere,  you  will 
get  more. 

“I  would  urge  you  to  continue  delib- 
erately to  acquire  experience,  I would 
urge  you  to  seize  every  opportunity  to 
have  experience,  to  do  the  things  that  are 
alien  to  you,  to  participate  in  cultures 
that  are  not  your  culture,  to  get  to  know 
people  who  are  not  your  people.  Eventu- 
ally you  will  live  and  function  in  a world 
where  much  is  alien  The  broader  youi 
base  of  experience,  the  better  you  will  be 
able  to  function.  Even  your  disappoint- 
ments, your  frustrations,  and  your  per- 
sonal sufferings  are  part  of  the  rich 
background  that  will  some  day  prepare 
you  for  the  new  role  you  are  to  assume, 
whatever  that  may  be. 

“As  a suburban  matron  you  will  be 
called  upon  to  volunteer  your  services 
and  to  work  for  your  community.  Cer- 
tainly you  should  do  so  if  you  can.  But 
don’t  give  in  to  the  most  persuasive  re- 
cruiter. Choose  your  volunteer  activities 
as  you  have  chosen  your  courses  in  col- 
lege, so  that  they  will  help  you  to  grow. 

“And,  of  course,  you  will  not  be  sur- 
prised to  hear  me  urge  you  to  read,  pref- 
erably with  a pattern  and  a plan,  and 
occasionally  taking  notes  and  being  schol- 
arly about  your  reading.  Resources  for 
liberal  education  for  adults  are  extensive 
today  and  continually  being  expanded: 
they  include  all  the  traditional  cultural 
opportunities  plus  many  new  ones  such  as 
educational  television,  programmed  in- 
struction, and  more  to  come.  Learn  what 
these  opportunities  are  and  exploit  them 
fully.  Plan  your  growth,  and  then  follow 
your  plan  with  both  discipline  and  flexi- 
bility. 

“The  second  dimension  along  which 
your  education  must  continue  if  you  are 
to  prepare  for  a new  career  and  a new 
commitment  in  mid-life  is  that  of  techni- 
cal and  professional  competence.  The 
day  of  lady-bountiful  has  passed.  The  do- 
gooder  is  outmoded,  an  object  of  derision. 
What  our  world  needs  is  more  people 
skilled  and  competent  in  their  profes- 
sional activities,  with  skills  founded  on 
sound  theoretical  understanding,  and 
craftsmanlike  in  their  use  of  their  profes- 
sional tools.  This  is  one  aspect  of  your 
education  that  you  will  probably  not 
continue  actively  or  aggressively  during 
your  homemaking  years.  You  will  be  out 
of  date  professionally  and  technically 


when  it  comes  time  for  you  to  start  career 
number  two.  This  is  not  a particular  dis- 
advantage if  you  are  far  enough  along  in 
the  other  dimensions.  In  fact,  it  would  be 
perhaps  foolish  for  you  to  try  to  keep 
up  with  every  new  technical  change  and 
improvement  that  emerges,  since  it,  too, 
will  be  made  obsolete  by  the  next  one. 
This  is  why  renewal  education  programs 
for  women  will  probably  always  be  im- 
portant. 

“There  are  two  classes  of  technical 
skills  that  I would  suggest  that  you  do 
maintain  intact  if  you  can.  The  first  you 
may  have  yet  to  acquire:  that  is  skill  in 
homemaking.  I have  become  convinced 
that  it  is  important  for  every  woman  to 
acquire  skills  in  homemaking,  not  pri- 
marily so  that  she  will  function  more 
effectively  in  her  home,  but  to  make  her 
so  efficient  that  she  can  function  better 
outside  it. 

“The  other  class  of  skills  is  one  that 
you  have  now,  but  they  may  get  rusty 
over  the  years  if  you  don’t  use  them: 
these  are  the  skills  of  scholarship.  I in- 
clude in  this  category  note  taking,  sys- 
tematic reading  and  questioning,  outlin- 
ing, the  use  of  library  resources,  the 
techniques  of  research,  language  facility, 
and  above  all,  the  capacity  for  abstract 
thinking  — all  the  things  that  you  have 
been  learning  during  the  fourteen  years  of 
your  formal  educational  life.  If  these 
skills  are  intact,  it  will  be  easy  for  you  to 
go  back  to  school  and  acquire  new  learn- 
ing. 

“The  third  pole  of  your  spiral  growth 
is  a dimension  that  I call  integration. 
What  I mean  by  that  is  making  what  you 
have  learned  produce  a different  you.  A 
child  can  learn  100  verses  from  the  Bible. 
He  can  do  it,  but  when  he  gets  through 
he  is  the  same  child  that  started  the  mem- 
ory exercise.  Only  if  he  understands  the 
meaning  of  all  he  has  learned,  thinks 
about  it,  absorbs  it,  relates  it  to  other 
learnings,  and  is  made  a different  person 
as  a result  of  having  learned  it,  has  he 
experienced  what  I call  integration.  Inte- 
gration of  experience  into  yourself  will 
be  part  of  your  defense  against  the  de- 
personalization that  is  already  becoming 
inevitable  in  mass-produced,  computer- 
ized society.  The  violet  seed  and  the 
acorn  both  absorb  water,  minerals,  and 
sunlight,  and  the  one  grows  into  a violet, 
the  other  into  an  oak  tree.  Both  grow 
fully  along  lines  determined  by  their  in- 
ner predispositions.  Integration  of  experi- 
ence into  yourself  will  help  you  to  do 
likewise. 

“In  this  dimension  you,  as  a young 
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college  graduate,  are  quite  probably  lack- 
ing. The  strenuous  presures  of  academic 
life  deprive  college  students  of  the  time 
to  incorporate  into  themselves  the  knowl- 
edge that  they  acquire.  Material  is  taken 
in,  but  not  digested.  As  women  you  will 
have  more  time  than  your  male  counter- 
parts for  this  kind  of  absorption.  How 
is  it  achieved? 

“When  I started  I warned  you  that  I 
would  talk  about  questions  to  which  I 
don’t  know  all  the  answers  and  this  is 
one  of  them.  I think  the  answer  is  this: 
there  are  as  many  kinds  of  opportunities 
for  integration  as  there  are  people  grow- 
ing. They  range  from  psychotherapy  to 
religious  experience.  The  mother  who 
has  to  answer  her  four  year  old’s  ques- 
tions about  death  has  a new  opportunity 
to  rethink  her  own  beliefs.  The  woman 
who  sets  aside  an  hour  a week  to  walk  in 
the  woods  or  attend  a Friends  Meeting, 
or  talk  with  a searching  and  thoughtful 
friend  is  making  an  opportunity  for  in- 
tegration. But  the  opportunity  does  not 
guarantee  the  process.  The  psychotherapy 
may  produce  a psycho-hypochondriac 
and  the  child’s  question,  an  answer 
straight  from  Dr.  Spock.  Integration  is 
hard  work:  it  requires  willingness  to 
change,  and  the  courage  to  risk  failure. 
I can  tell  you  how  to  provide  the  setting 
but  you  must  provide  the  substance. 
Without  it,  you  will  be  a woman  of  mir- 
rors, giving  back  from  the  surface  (per- 
haps with  glitter  and  brilliance)  exactly 
what  has  impinged  on  you  from  without. 
With  it,  you  can  be  a diamond. 

“That  is  the  gist  of  my  message  to  you. 
I would  add  only  one  further  note  to  you 
and  to  your  future  husbands.  Your  con- 
tinuing education  is  far  too  important  to 
slight.  It  is  worth  an  investment  of  your 
time,  it  is  worth  a sacrifice  of  your  hus- 
band’s time  if  need  be,  and  it  is  worth  an 
investment  of  family  resources,  even  if 
these  are  in  short  supply.  I have  seen 
many  young  women  deprive  themselves 
of  education  because  they  say  they  don’t 
want  to  make  their  husbands  give  up 
recreation  or  deprive  the  children  of  en- 
richment opportunities. 

“There  is  an  old  saying  that  if  you  edu- 
cate a woman,  you  educate  a family.  I 
think  that  is  partly  true,  but  a corollary 
that  I am  sure  is  true  is  that  if  you  sacri- 
fice a woman,  you  sacrifice  a family.  It 
may  seem  noble  at  the  moment  for  you 
to  put  yourself  and  your  needs  and  your 
growth  at  the  bottom  of  the  family’s  list 
of  priorities,  but  in  the  long  run,  they,  as 
well  as  you,  will  suffer  from  this  kind  of 
neglect.”

A student's  view. . . 


ON 

THINKING 


We  have  always  been  told  by  our 
teachers,  “Now  look,  girls,  don't  just  copy 
my  notes,  think.”  It  seems  that  now  we 
are  being  thought  of  as  adults  and  are 
expected  to  act  as  such  all  the  time.  Ac- 
cepting adult  status  means  accepting 
adult  responsibilities.  Do  we  really  want 
to?  Are  we  really  mature  enough?  Some 
of  our  friends  are  wives  and  mothers. 
Are  they  so  different  from  us?  Why  are 
we  here  and  they  aren’t? 

We  are  here  as  part  of  Pine  Manor 
Junior  College.  As  members  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  it  is  our  responsibility  to  up- 
hold the  ideals  of  higher  education  that 
have  come  down  to  us  through  the  ages 
— honor,  integrity,  original  thought.  It 
is  not  that  these  ideals  don’t  belong  to 
society  as  a whole,  but  in  an  academic 
atmosphere  they  can  be  emphasized  and, 
in  a sense,  guided. 

By  this  time  in  our  college  career  we 
can  understand  the  full  meaning  and  im- 
portance of  honor  rather  easily.  Aca- 
demic honesty  is  obvious  to  us  all.  As 
maturing  college  students,  we  are  all 
acutely  aware  of  the  consequences  one 
must  pay  if  she  were  to  lose  sight  of  it. 
There  are,  of  course,  other  kinds  of 
honor  which  we  all  should  be  making  a 
part  of  our  personalities  these  days.  A 
few  of  these  include  honor  in  school,  re- 
ligion, state,  country,  home,  and,  most 
important,  in  yourself.  The  fifth  com- 
mandment tells  us,  “Honor  thy  father 
and  thy  mother  that  thy  days  may  be 
long  upon  the  land  that  the  Lord  thy 
God  giveth  thee.”  In  short,  we  would 
all  be  wise  to  follow  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin’s principle  that  “honesty  is  the  best 
policy.” 

The  accomplishment  of  original  think- 
ing is  something  of  which  we  are  all 
capable.  The  biggest  problem  is,  how? 
How  does  one  think?  The  psychologist, 
psychiatrist,  or  brain  surgeon  might  an- 
swer, “We  think  by  associating  mental 
images  in  the  cerebral  hemispheres  of 
our  brain.”  All  right,  the  mechanics  of 
thinking  can  be  expressed  quite  simply. 
Now  how  do  I make  my  brain  work  like 
that? 
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It  would  be  great  if  someone  could 
devise  a 1 -2-3-type  method  for  learning 
to  think.  Wait  a minute,  no  shortcuts! 
If  someone  other  than  yourself  devised 
such  a method  and  you  followed  it,  you 
would  be  escaping  part  of  the  hoped-for 
original  thinking.  That  someone  must 
be  you  and  me  — each  of  us. 

The  first  step  in  original  thought  must 
be  the  intense  desire  to  activate  your  own 
brain.  Deep  thinking  can  be  undertaken 
only  when  accompanied  by  concentration 
and  patience.  You  can’t  just  want  to 
think  and,  BINGO,  thoughts  come  rush- 
ing into  your  head.  I don’t  believe  that 
anyone  can  really  describe  thinking.  It 
is  something  each  of  us  must  experience 
for  ourselves.  Reasoning  and  spontane- 
ous thinking,  (by  spontaneous  I mean 
thinking  done  just  before  an  action  is  exe- 
cuted) for  example,  taking  a frying  pan 
full  of  flaming  bacon  off  the  fire,  comes 
quite  easily  and  naturally  for  most  of  us. 
Even  under  extreme  pressure  and/or  un- 
usual physical  conditions,  such  as,  two 
hourlies,  one  term  paper,  and  “I’ve  been 
up  two  nights  in  a row  already,”  most  of 
us  can  depend  on  our  intuition  and  back- 
ground in  learning  and  spontaneous 
thinking  to  know  what  to  do  when. 

Original  thinking  (creativity)  is  quite 
a different  story.  It  is  very  easy  for  me 
to  sit  three  hours  supposedly  thinking 
about  something  in  which  I am  truly  in- 
tensely interested  and  not  come  up  with 
any  brilliant  ideas.  Most  of  the  time 
these  ideas  strike  us  when  we  are  least 
expecting  any  such  illuminations.  Like  in 
anything  else,  one  might  assume  it  prob- 
ably correct  to  surmise  that  in  thinking 
practice  makes  perfect.  I can  under- 
stand that  the  more  one  seriously  thinks, 
particularly  in  the  scientific  meaning  of 
thinking,  the  easier  thinking  will  become. 
However,  what  is  perfect  thought?  Is 
each  original  thought  we  have  perfect  in 
the  sense  that  it  is  a product  of  our  own 
minds?  The  reasoning  and  logic  in  our 
thought  may  not  always  be  perfect.  I 
realize  that  I have  asked  several  rhetori- 
cal questions.  The  whole  world  of 
thought  is  so  abstract.  You  must  agree 


with  me,  it’s  something  to  think  about. 

For  us  as  young  adults  in  a college 
community  and  the  world  community, 
thinking  is,  of  course,  very  important. 
During  these  developing  years,  it  is  es- 
sential for  us  to  do  all  the  original  think- 
ing we  can,  and  I mean,  to  really  work 
at  it.  We  must  increase  our  concern  and 
knowledge  of  the  world  we  are  inheriting. 
We  must  know  how  to  think  and  thereby 
keep  the  world  progressing.  As  it  is  said, 
“All  progress  is  largely  a story  of  applied 
imagination.”  How  can  we  be  sure  now 
is  the  time  to  firmly  establish  the  orig- 
inal thought  habit?  Voltaire  said,  “Ideas 
are  like  beards;  men  do  not  have  them 
until  they  grow  up.”  We  do  regard  our- 
selves as  grown  up  or  growing  up,  don’t 
we? 


Dean  Pierce  asks  student  leaders  to 
speak  at  weekly  chapel  services.  These 
services  provide  a forum  for  discussion  of 
students’  moral  and  educational  aims , 
offering  a respite  from  the  daily  round 
of  college  events. 


The  idea  of  original  thought  in  scho- 
lastic endeavors  sounds  a bit  frightening 
to  most  of  us.  I know  we  all  rationalize 
and  say,  “but  how  can  I make  good 
grades  unless  I,  at  least,  get  started  in 
the  right  direction  by  consulting  a well- 
known  critic  in  this,  that,  or  the  other 
field.  One  of  my  teachers  told  our  class 
recently  that  at  the  last  department  meet- 
ing, the  general  consensus  appeared  to  be 
that  the  lack  of  original  thought  had 
those  teachers  scared,  too.  They  were 
terrified  to  think  that  their  students  were 
drifting  into  a world  of  laziness  and 
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apathy,  as  far  as  original  thought  goes. 
Here  are  340  students  on  the  college 
level  who  don’t  use  their  minds.  Gra- 
cious, how  horrible!  If  this  teacher 
had  presented  this  problem  to  us  a 
month  or  two  earlier,  I know  my  reac- 
tion would  have  been,  “Big  deal,  I try  to 
do  as  much  thinking  as  I can,  but  some- 
times there  just  isn’t  time  and  it  is  neces- 
sary to  memorize  someone  else’s  ideas.  I 
probably  would  have  come  to  the  same 
conclusion  anyway”;  or  “Big  deal,  I think 
sometimes.  That’s  enough!” 

Well,  my  friends,  I don’t  know  when 
exactly  it  started,  but  somewhere  along 
the  line  I was  hit  with  the  urgency  of 
the  power  and  necessity  of  original 
thought,  smack  in  the  face,  or  more  ap- 
propriately, smack  in  the  brain.  When 
my  teacher  confronted  us  with  this  ap- 
parent lack  in  most  of  us,  all  I could  do 
was  agree.  “Yes,  ma’am,  you’re  right. 
I know  it  is  an  aim  each  one  of  us  must 
fight  for  and  conquer  ourselves,  but  it 
sure  isn’t  easy.” 

There  is  nothing  of  which  to  be  afraid. 
A little  work  never  hurt  anyone,  nor  has 
a little  thought.  In  the  United  States  of 
America  how  lucky  we  are  to  be  able 
to  express  our  thoughts  freely! 

Think!  It  doesn’t  matter  where  you 
think.  Some  may  find  it  easiest  to  think 
in  the  bathtub,  others  in  a library  sur- 
rounded by  great  books.  Still  others  may 
have  been  inspired  by  a beautiful  sunset, 
a quiet  lake,  a frisky  squirrel,  or  a quar- 
reling mob  of  radical  antagonists.  It  really 
doesn’t  matter  what  you  think  about,  at 
times,  either.  To  find  out  that  each  of 
you  is  personally  capable  of  profundity 
and  original  thought  will  be  a very  per- 
sonal, very  gratifying  enlightenment.  The 
best  way  to  acquire  self-confidence  in 
the  power  of  each  of  our  brains  is  to  do 
some  very  serious  thinking  — that  which 
we  all  seem  to  fear.  Fear  is  probably 
the  greatest  stumbling  block  that  man  en- 
counters in  his  struggle  to  reach  his  full 
potential.  Those  who  achieve  are  those 
who  conquer  their  fears  and  use  each 
conquest  as  a stepping  stone  to  greater 
achievement.

This  was  a perfect  set- 
ting in  which  to  explain  and  describe 
methods  of  teaching  art  at  Pine  Manor, 
with  the  outstanding  results  of  the  teach- 
ing at  hand. 

Last  chapel  honored  Miss  Helen  Tem- 
ple Cooke,  for  this  year  marked  the  100th 
Anniversary  of  her  birth.  Mrs.  Marie 
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Warren  Potter,  President  Emerita,  gave 
a most  enlightening  character  sketch  and 
life  history  of  the  founder  of  Pine  Manor. 
Students  and  alumnae  shared  a thrill  of 
pride  in  hearing  the  accomplishments  of 
this  most  remarkable  woman  and  were 
forcefully  reminded  of  the  high  ideals 
and  standards  which  Miss  Cooke  gave  to 
their  college  as  a priceless  heritage. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumnae 
Association,  the  president,  Rebecca  Stout 
Underhill  ’50,  welcomed  the  Class  of  ’65 
and  reported  upon  the  activities  and  ac- 
complishments of  the  year. 

Saturday’s  luncheon  was  highlighted  by 
the  presentation  of  a book  of  letters  to 
Margaret  Booth  Gurney  ’16.  These  let- 
ters, sent  by  alumnae  from  far  and  wide, 
expressed  the  sincere  gratitude  felt  by  all 
for  Miss  Gurney’s  devotion  to  the  col- 
lege and  for  her  many  years  of  service 
— service  of  inestimable  value. 

Reunions,  a time  to  renew  old  friend- 
ships and  to  see  firsthand  the  exciting 
developments  of  the  college,  are  a time 
to  look  back  to  the  past  and  forward  to 
the  future.  The  traditions  of  the  past  are 
now  transplanted  to  a beautiful  new  cam- 
pus where  we  hope  all  alumnae  will  come 
to  see  and  visit  the  Pine  Manor  of  today.

“Since  my  marriage  to  Maurice,  who 
is  a professor  of  music,  conductor,  critic, 
and  adjudicator  of  music  festivals 
throughout  California  and  Nevada,  my 
life  has  been  thrilling  and  fascinating. 
My  Pine  Manor  friends  may  consider 
me  a “name  dropper”  now  that  I have 
met  many  of  the  famous  musicians  of 
our  time  such  as  Lotte  Lehmann,  Grace 
Bumbry,  Erich  Leinsdorf,  Herbert  von 
Karajan,  Antonio  Ghiringhelli  (Impre- 
sario of  La  Scala),  Joan  Sutherland,  and 
many  others!  The  memorable  moments 
of  this  exciting  life  occur  often,  espe- 
cially during  the  summer  months  which 
we  spend  in  Europe  and  the  Middle  East 
each  year. 

“Our  favorite  ‘home  away  from  home’ 
is  Vienna  where  we  live  for  three  weeks 
each  summer  in  June  at  the  time  of  the 
festival.  We  reside  in  a typical  Austrian 
pension  in  the  heart  of  the  city  where 
we  walk  to  the  State  Opera  almost  every 
night  or  to  a concert  at  the  famous 
Musikverein  to  hear  the  Vienna  Philhar- 
monic and  others  of  the  world’s  great  or- 
chestras in  festival  performances.  It  is  in 
Vienna  and  Salzburg  that  we  encounter 
the  outstanding  personalities  of  the  world 
of  music.  We  have  interviewed  the  fas- 
cinating Herbert  von  Karajan  during  a 
rehearsal  of  the  Berlin  Philharmonic  and 
I could  understand  why  the  orchestral 
players,  who  work  under  his  baton,  say 
that  they  wish  he  would  conduct  from  a 
score  so  that  they  could  see  his  beautiful 
blue  eyes!  (When  he  conducts  without 
score,  he  closes  his  eyes!)  We  first  be- 
came acquainted  with  our  own  Los  An- 
geles Philharmonic  conductor,  Zubin 
Mehta,  several  years  ago  in  Vienna  when 
we  interviewed  him  in  a coffee  house 
across  from  the  State  Opera.  Last  sum- 
mer, we  enjoyed  a very  special  evening 
with  our  dear  friend,  Lotte  Lehmann 
(who,  incidentally,  lives  in  Santa  Bar- 
bara), at  a Heurigen  Party  in  Grenzing 
(the  vineyards  outside  of  Vienna).  The 
guest  list  of  this  party  included  many 
famous  names  of  the  opera  world  today 
such  as  Leontyne  Price,  Rita  Streich,  and 
Hermann  Prey.  The  gay  levity  of  the 
new  wines  relaxed  these  musical  experts 
and  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  know  them 
as  they  really  are! 

“For  the  opera  lover,  another  ‘must’ 
on  a European  tour  is  La  Scala  in  Milan. 
The  Impresario,  Antonio  Ghiringhelli, 
is  a businessman  but  with  the  sensitivity 
of  a musician  as  indicated  by  the  beau- 
tifully finished  productions  of  his  opera 
company.  We  have  had  brief  visits  with 
this  remarkable  and  charming  man  each 
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time  we  have  been  in  Milan.  How  well 
we  remember  the  evening  of  ‘The  Hugue- 
nots’ with  Joan  Sutherland.  We  inter- 
viewed this  gracious  Australian  lady, 
with  the  ‘voice  of  the  century,’  in  her 
dressing  room  backstage  between  acts. 

“As  we  wind  up  a busy  Spring  season 
in  Santa  Barbara  with  University  and 
community  activities,  we  begin  prepara- 
tion for  our  seventh  annual  tour  of  Eu- 
rope which  will  take  us  first  to  Helsinki 
(Finland)  where  Maurice  has  been  in- 
vited to  lecture  at  the  University  of 
Helsinki  during  the  Sibelius  Festival.  Fol- 
lowing our  exciting  visit  in  Vienna,  we 
will  travel  as  far  east  as  Tel  Aviv  this 
time,  with  stops  in  Istanbul  and  Athens, 
a week’s  rest  at  our  favorite,  15th  cen- 
tury, Adriatic,  resort  town  of  Dubrovnik, 
then  on  to  Rome  where  we  anticipate 
meeting  the  eldest  daughter  of  my  Pine 
Manor  classmate,  Vera  Allen  Jones,  ’37! 
Young  Vera  Virginia  will  be  travelling 
throughout  Europe  this  summer  with  her 
Smith  College  friend,  both  of  whom 
graduated  in  June!  From  Rome  we  will 
travel  north  to  the  Festivals  in  Salzburg, 
Munich,  Lucerne,  and  Koblenz  on  the 
Rhine.  We  always  enjoy  our  Berlin  visits 
where  we  attend  fine  operas  in  East  Ber- 
lin (at  the  original  State  Opera  House) 
as  well  as  in  West  Berlin.  Our  final  stop, 
before  flying  home  for  the  opening  of  the 
university  fall  semester,  will  be  in  Edin- 
burgh for  its  unusual  International  Fes- 
tival.”

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THE  SKI  INDUSTRY 

Fun , Frantic , Fascinating

“As  I write  this  article  it  is  raining,  the 
fog  is  hanging  overhead,  and  the  tempera- 
ture for  tomorrow  is  forecast  to  be  in  the 
sixties.  It  is  early  January  in  New  Eng- 
land! The  newspapers  have  been  making 
daily  predictions  on  the  millions  of  dol- 
lars being  lost  in  the  “Ski  Business”  affect- 
ing the  area  owners,  the  ski  shops  and 
the  inn  keepers.  Parents  have  spent  the 
traditional  Christmas  Ski  Vacation  with 
their  complaining  children  obsessed  with 
skiing  and  possessed  with  entire  new  ski 
equipment  and  outfits.  A good  snow 
storm  could  do  so  much  for  so  many! 

“But,  this  is  New  England.  It  is  truly 
the  headquarters  for  great  skiing  for  the 
novice  to  the  expert  skier,  and  we  will  all 
sit  and  wait  for  the  great  white  day  to 
come.  I have  learned  in  a comparatively 
short  span  of  time  that  the  skier,  whether 
he  is  a six  year  old  fighting  his  first  rope 
tow,  or  a sixty  year  old  still  mastering  his 
parallel  turns,  is  a peculiar  type  of  being. 
He’s  healthy,  he’s  competitive,  he’s  a per- 
fectionist, he’s  sometimes  some  sort  of  a 
dare-devil,  but  mainly  he’s  a being  full 
of  the  love  of  life  and  the  beauties  of  the 
great  outdoors. 

To  be  associated  with  the  ski  industry 
for  only  two  years  places  me  in  the  class 
of  novice.  There  has  been  much  to  learn 
and  there  is  still  much  more  for  me  to 
learn.  However,  as  the  owner  of  the 
Benjamin  Hill  Ski  Area  in  Shirley,  Massa- 
chusetts, it  has  been  necessary  for  me  to 
absorb  as  much  as  I possibly  could,  as  this 
is  truly  an  industry  for  those  on  the  work- 
ing side  of  the  slopes.  The  reward  for 
your  work  is  finding  the  slopes  filled  with 
happy,  smiling  children,  and  with  families 
having  wonderful  days  together.  Quite 
naturally  having  a safe  and  profitable  day 
behind  you  makes  it  rewarding  also. 

“Skiing  is  a sport  that  everyone  can 
enjoy.  There  are  natural  skiers  and  there 
are  those  who  will  take  lessons  every 
year.  The  blind  are  being  taught  to  ski 
here  in  New  England  and  the  physically 
handicapped  can  be  taught  to  ski.  This 


is  wonderful.  This  is  fascinating.  One  of 
the  largest  segments  of  the  ski  industry 
is  the  Ski  School  business  itself.  All  top 
areas  have  a Ski  School  with  certified  in- 
structors. Ours  at  Benjamin  Hill  is  a 
U.S.E.A.S.A.  School  which  places  it  in  the 
top  level  in  the  East.  Small  children  have 
lessons,  housewives  have  morning  classes 
with  baby-sitting  available,  businessmen 
have  evening  classes  under  the  lights,  and 
even  grandmothers  come  out  to  ‘brush 
up’  with  lessons.  The  Ski  School  con- 
stitutes one  of  the  area’s  highest  sources 
of  income. 

“One  of  the  most  lucrative  parts  of  an 
area  will  rest  with  its  rental  department. 
Many  newcomers  to  the  slopes  will  rent 
before  buying,  which  is  most  advisable. 
Wooden  and  metal  skis  are  now  available 
as  well  as  good  boots,  and  a skier  in  rent- 
als should  be  perfectly  fit  as  well  as  per- 
fectly satisfied  with  his  equipment. 

“The  ski  shop,  if  incorporated  with  the 
area,  is  another  part  of  this  great  busi- 
ness. Not  only  does  it  add  to  the  glamour 
of  the  base  lodge,  but  it  adds  to  the 
revenue.  Again,  with  new  equipment, 
especially  boots,  it  is  most  important  to 
have  an  expert  in  this  field  aid  in  out- 
fitting the  skier.  The  cost  of  outfitting 
a family  every  year  could  be  astronomi- 
cal, but  if  the  right  skis,  boots,  and  poles 
are  purchased  sensibly  a savings  can  be 
made.  The  clothing  end  of  a shop  varies 
mainly  to  the  price  one  wants  to  spend. 
Stretch  pants  seem  expensive  to  some  at 
$29.95  and  to  others  at  $59.95.  All  items 
depend  on  taste  and  pocketbook.  Prob- 
ably one  fact  holds  true,  however,  and 
that  is  that  men,  women,  and  children 
never  look  better  than  they  do  in  ski 
clothes.  Here  I may  be  prejudiced! 

“Probably  the  most  fascinating  part  of 
the  industry  is  the  business  of  snow- 
making. This  is  a comparatively  new 
process  and  there  are  only  a few  firms 
in  the  country  who  claim  to  be  expert  in 
this  field.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  the 
original  in  the  Boston  area  and  the  snow- 
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making  guns  lay  the  “white  gold”  out 
over  the  slopes  every  minute  the  condi- 
tions warrant.  This  requires  twenty-four 
hour  maintenance  and  mechanics  who 
not  only  understand  compressors,  but 
water  supplies,  weather  conditions,  and 
the  needs  of  the  skier.  We  leave  an  open 
invitation  to  the  people  in  our  vicinity  to 
come  to  watch  the  process  and  they  find 
it  exciting  and  fascinating. 

“We  are  a beginners’  area  and  our  main 
objective  is  to  teach  the  young  and  old 
alike  and  give  the  intermediate  to  expert 
skier  fun  skiing  in  our  new  glade  area. 
Hopefully  they  will  leave  us  for  the 
mountains  and  return  to  us  without  a cast 
or  mishap!  Continually  stressing  safety 
we  have  a large  and  excellent  Ski  Patrol. 
And  stressing  comfort  and  fun  for  the 
skier  and  non-skier  we  have  doubled  the 
size  of  our  Chalet  and  Cafeteria,  adding 
a huge  sun  deck  out  of  the  wind  and 
overlooking  the  hill,  the  swimming  pool, 
and  tennis  courts,  which  are  flooded  for 
skating. 

“Benjamin  Hill  Ski  Area  is  owned  by 
the  Benjamin  Hill  Corporation  of  which 
I am  president.  Not  for  one  minute, 
however,  have  I alone  accomplished  all 
this.
